A Disappearance Alleged Which Has 
Some Peculiar Features. 


Where is Mrs. Hill? Her next friend, 
J. H. Jaque, living at 1322 Morgan street, 
says she lived there with him and his wife 
for a time and then sudddenly disapppeared 


a few days ago. 

Jaque says the woman is 22 years of age, 
and wore dark clothes when she left. On 
her finger she had a plain gold ring. Be- 
yond that he would vouchsafe no descrip- 
tion of the missing woman, and he even 


refused to give her first name or that of 
her husband, between whom and herself 
there has presumably been a separation. 

To add to the mystery Jaque refused to | 
say when Mrs. Hill came to live at his home, 
how long she remained there or the date of 
her disappearance.

A prominent Democrat living in the in- 
terior of the State sends a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch from which we extract 
the following: 

The clamor of the gold bug: as reported 
in the papers is audacious and their atti-

reports Mr. Kehr as saying: The advocates 
of free silver have had the floor for twenty 
years, while the advocates of the existing 
financial system have never been heard.” 
If John Sherman and Grover Cleveland, the 
Republic and the Globe-Democrat, the Kan- 
gas City Times and the Star, and all the 
balance of them, great and small, from top 
to bottom, have not rung all the changes 
on all the arguments in favor of the single 
gold standard, then in the name of heaven 
what is there left to be said? 

Lehmann is quoted in the Republic as 
saying: “I would pot presume to suggest 
to those who are in favor of silver coinage 
at 16 to 1 how, best to promote their pur- 
pose.” His modesty is quite surprising.

And so these gentlemen, who speak by 
authority, inform us that the State Com- 
mittee has a purpose to ridicule the effect 
of the convention, which the overwhelming 
force of public opinion has compelled it to 
call, and that whatever that convention 
may do the gold men will not accept as 
settling or determining the position of the 
party in this State, but will go forth to 
discredit its work. Great is the committee, 
and great its oracle, Mr. Frederick W. Leh- 
mann, who sojourns in St. Louis that he 
may serve the Wabash while his family re- 
mains ddmiciled at his home at Des Moines 
in the Republican State of Iowa! 

We think our correspondent attaches 
too much importance to the vaporings of 
a defeated faction. It makes little dit- 
ference whether or not members of the 
State Committee and their bosses ridicule 


the State Convention or refuse to recog- 


its authority. The fact that they 
made such desperate efforts to prevent 
its being held is proof positive that they 
know its action will be generally accepted 
as binding.

THE EDITORIAL CONFERENCE. 


No editor of a Democratic newspaper 
in this State who favors free silver can 
afford to miss the adjourned editorial 
conference which meets at Sedalia on the 
23d inst.
